This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821- 
1.825 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide

The application contains variable sequences. The applicant should disclose the whole sequence for sequence ID NOs. 296, 301, 315, 
311-312. 

The applicant should disclose the whole sequence for each sequence; sequence ID NOs. 31 1-312. The applicant cannot have X as an 
identifier for C, G, or phosphorothioate for sequence ID NO. 18 and claim 99. X is specific for a 3-(3-amino-3-carboxy- 
propyl)uridine,(acp3)u (See MPEP 2400 Table 2 List of Modified Nucleotides). Applicant should disclose longest sequence for claims 
96-99 because the sequence is between 0-20 nucleotides. 

The applicant should disclose the longest sequence for all sequence ID NOs. 296, 301, 315, 31 1-312, 18, 96, 97, 98, and 99. Applicant 
should also indicate in the appropriate field code what is deleted and include what residues can be absent.
